August 2017

The dry summer continued through August as much of Caribou’s HSA saw rainfall totals that averaged
25 to 70 percent of normal. As such, monthly-averaged river flows were in the 25™ percentile or less,
with some locations reporting near record lows. The short-term drought conditions worsened,
particularly along and south of I-95. See the Drought Monitor graphics at the end of this report.

Although the month was on average very dry, there were a couple of heavy rain events, mainly early in
the month. On August 3™ through 5™, a cold front stalled across the region. This combined with PWATs
up to 1.50 inches allowed for training thunderstorms that produced rainfall amounts of 2 to 4 inches of
rain across portions of the Central Highlands. Flash Flood Warnings were issued on the 3™, and some
flooding was reported in rural parts of Penobscot County, where a campground lodge reported water in
their basement. Some minor flooding was also reported in rural Piscataquis County, where a few inches
of running water spread into a local gift shop. Flood Advisories were issued for the same general late on
the 4™ when 2 to 3 inches of rain fell, but no flooding was reported.

Outside of this frontal passage, any other rain events were minor. Another cold front, this one more
progressive, brought a quarter to a half an inch of rain on the 15", while another on the 18" brought
additional spotty convection. Overall, many locations totaled less than 3 inches of rain through the
month, with some spots seeing less than 2 inches. As would be expected, river levels were very low, so
while some rises were seen on the heavier rainfall events, the mainstem rivers remained well within their
banks.
